Libya: live report 



TRIPOLI, 1849 GMT: "I 
think that Brega is lost for 
now," a Libyan regime offi¬ 
cial who declined to be iden¬ 
tified tells AFP, referring to 
the oil port west of the rebel 
centre of Benghazi. Brega 
has been held by insurgents 
since yesterday in the face of 
fierce government attacks. 

The official however in¬ 
sists that western Libya is 
"totally" under government 
control despite fierce fighting 
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in Zawiyah, a town near 
Tripoli, and anti-regime 
protests in the Libyan capital. 

:Moamer Kadhafi may 
have sacked the country’s 
United Nations envoy who 
turned against his regime, but 
UN officials say they have 
not yet accepted the move. 

Kadhafi named ex-foreign 
minister Ali Triki, who was 
president of the UN General 
Assembly in 2009-1010, as 
his new representative. But 
UN spokesman Martin Ne- 
sirky would not say whether 
the move will be accepted or 
who the global body consid¬ 
ers Libya's legitimate repre¬ 
sentative. 

Libya’s UN envoy Abdur¬ 
rahman Shalgham and his 
deputy, Ibrahim Dabbashi, 
delivered impassioned 
speeches condemning Kad¬ 
hafi as a "tyrant" and plead¬ 
ing for sanctions last week. 

Human Rights Watch says 
it "cannot confirm any inci¬ 
dent of the use of mercenar¬ 
ies" from sub-Saharan Africa 
in the Libyan conflict. 

Kadhafi is accused of lur¬ 
ing some 25,000 mercenaries 
from across sub-Saharan 
Africa to defend his embat¬ 
tled regime. 


Instead HRW says that 
"thousands of Africans" who 
are civilians have been at¬ 
tacked in Libya, fueled by 
"hysteria" that mercenaries 
are involved in significant 
fighting. 

Libya gives Venezuela the 
green light to form a mission 
to find a peaceful resolution 
to its internal conflict, 
Venezuela's foreign minister 
says. Libyan rebels and sev¬ 
eral western powers, includ¬ 
ing the United States, earlier 
rejected the proposal. 

New York oil briefly 
surges past $104 — the high¬ 
est level in two and a half 
years — as traders react to 
worsening violence in Libya. 
Brent North Sea crude for 
April delivery reaches 
$116.30 before pulling back 
to $115.77, up 98 cents. 

Switzerland says it has 
tightened sanctions against 
the Kadhafi regime by adding 
a ban on all financial transac¬ 
tions to the Libyan strong¬ 
man and his entourage. 
"Switzerland wants to pre¬ 
vent any financial support for 
Moamer Kadhafi and those 
around him," the government 
says in a statement.

13 Mexican soldiers caught 
with huge drugs stash

MEXICO CITY, Mexico (AFP) 
- Thirteen Mexican soldiers, in¬ 
cluding three officers, were ar¬ 
rested in possession of a huge 
drugs haul on a road near the 
US border, the Mexican de¬ 
fense ministry said. 

A military judge ordered 
preventive detention for "three 
subordinate officers and 10 
troop members" found in pos¬ 
session of928 kilograms (2,046 
pounds) of crystal methamphet¬ 
amine and 30 kilograms of co¬ 
caine, according to the 
statement. 

The soldiers were transport¬ 
ing the drugs from Mexico City 
to the northwestern city of Ti¬ 
juana, which lies across the bor¬ 
der from the US city of San 
Diego, general Alfonso Duarte, 
a locally-based commander, 
told AFP. 


The soldiers had been coor¬ 
dinating with a group of civil¬ 
ians, the general said, without 
elaborating. 

Crystal meth is a highly-ad- 
dictive man-made stimulant 
which can cause damage to the 
small blood vessels in the brain. 

Mexican President Felipe 
Calderon has deployed some 
50,000 Mexican soldiers in a 
broad crackdown on the coun¬ 
try's drug gangs since he took 
office in December 2006. 

More than 34,600 people 
have died in suspected drug-re¬ 
lated violence since then, ac¬ 
cording to official figures. 

In a White House summit 
Thursday between Calderon 
and US President Barack 
Obama, the two men vowed to 
step up the war on the drug car¬ 
tels.

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NASA Earth observation 
satellite fails to reach orbit

Samsung sees iPad 2 
thinness, price as 
challenge 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
NASA satellite that aimed to 
study the impact of aerosols 
on climate plunged into the 
Pacific Ocean on Friday, de¬ 
livering a $424-million blow 
to the US space agency. 

The failure of the Glory 
satellite launch was the sec¬ 
ond bungle for NASA cli¬ 
mate science efforts in two 
years, and closely resembled 
a botched carbon satellite 
launch involving the same 
company, Orbital Sciences 
Corp., in 2009. 

Glory could not reach 
orbit after its protective 
clamshell-like nose cone 
cover failed to detach after 
launch, engineers said as they 
struggled to figure out why 
the expensive technology 
collapse had happened yet 
again. 

"We are all pretty devas¬ 
tated,” said Ron Grabe, exec¬ 
utive vice president and 
general manager of the Vir¬ 
ginia-based Orbital's Launch 
Systems Group, which made 
both the rocket and satellite. 

Grabe appeared at a press 
conference Friday along with 
other grim-faced executives 
and NASA experts as the US 
space agency announced the 
creation of a "Mishap Inves¬ 
tigation Board to evaluate the 
cause of the failure.” 

"We encountered no 
anomalies” early on, NASA 
launch director Omar Baez 
told reporters. 

But a few minutes into the 
flight, it became apparent that 
separation of the cover, 
known as a fairing, had not 
occurred. 

"We didn't see the indica¬ 
tion of fairing separation,” 
said Baez. "We failed to 
make orbit and all indications 
are that the satellite and 
rocket are in the southern Pa¬ 
cific Ocean somewhere.” 

The launch of the satellite 
— which was to measure 
aerosols in the Earth's atmos¬ 
phere to help clarify their im¬ 
pact on climate — was 
delayed on February 23 after 
an unexpected ground control 
reading 15 minutes before 
liftoff. 

On Friday it blasted off 


from Vandenberg Air Force 
Base in California aboard a 
four stage Taurus-XL rocket 
at 2:09 am (1009 GMT), but 
NASA soon reported that it 
was slowing down and would 
not reach orbit. 

A similar mishap took 
place in February 2009, when 
a satellite designed to moni¬ 
tor global carbon dioxide 
emissions plummeted into 
the ocean near Antarctica 
after failing to reach orbit, in 
a setback for climate science. 

There too, a fatal mission 
error occurred minutes after 
liftoff when the fairing, 
which protects the satellite 
during its ascent, failed to 
separate properly. 

But experts said it was too 
early to know if the Glory 
failed for the exact same rea¬ 


son, and that more analysis 
was needed. 

"Right now we are 
crunching the data but there 
is not enough data that has 
been processed to tell any 
more than the fairing did not 
deploy,” said Rick Straka, 
deputy general manager at 
Orbital. 

Grabe said engineers had 
done extensive research on 
the previous failure, and went 
so far as to completely 
change out the initiation sys¬ 
tem and replace it with an¬ 
other one that had flown 
successfully three times. 

"So we really went into 
this flight feeling confident 
that we had nailed the fairing 
issue,” said Grabe. 

"There is a great deal of 
emotional investment on the 
part of all the players on any 
spaceflight but that is proba¬ 
bly doubly so on a return-to- 
flight effort like this one,” he 
said. 

”We will recover. The 
team will bounce back. They 
are all professionals and Or¬ 
bital Sciences will bounce 
back with the Taurus vehi¬ 
cle," said Grabe. 


SEOUL (AFP) - South Ko¬ 
rean giant Samsung Electron¬ 
ics on Friday admitted it 
faced a tough challenge to 
compete with Apple's new 
slimmer and cheaper iPad, 
saying "inadequate” parts had 
to be improved. 

The iPad 2 unveiled this 
week was described by Apple 
chief executive officer Steve 
Jobs as "dramatically thin¬ 
ner” than the previous model. 

The tablet is one-third the 
thickness of its predecessor at 
8.8 millimetres (about one- 
third of an inch) and also 
thinner than Samsung's latest 
10.9 -millimetre Galaxy 

gadget announced last month. 

"We will have to improve 
the parts that are inadequate,” 
Lee Don-Joo, executive vice 
president of the Korean firm's 
mobile division, told Yonhap 
news agency. "Apple made it 
very thin.” 

Apple is also winning on 
price so far.

beneath glaciers 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - An 
international team of scien¬ 
tists has discovered that 
masses of ice in the Antarctic 
form underneath the ice sheet 
instead of on top, according to 
a study published Thursday. 

"We usually think of ice 
sheets like cakes — one layer 
at a time added from the top,” 
said Robin Bell, a geophysi¬ 
cist at Columbia University's 
Lamont-Doherty Earth Ob¬ 
servatory, who co-authored 
the study in the journal Sci¬ 
ence. 

"This is like someone in¬ 
jected a layer of frosting at the 
bottom — a really thick layer.” 

The team flew over the 


inch screen Galaxy Tab was

Four face organ trafficking charges in Kosovo: 

PRISTINA, An EU judge in Kosovo ruled that four people, in¬ 
cluding a former health official, can be tried on organ trafficking 
charges, the European Union rule of law mission (EULEX) said. 
The charges revolve around the Medicus Clinic in Pristina, 
which was shut down in 2008 after a police probe was launched 
when a young Turkish citizen collapsed at the airport after hav¬ 
ing a kidney removed for a transplant to an Israeli man. 

Among the confirmed suspects the most prominent are former 
health secretary Rrecaj, who had issued a licence to the clinic 
although Kosovo law forbids organ transplants, and Dervishi, a 
prominent Pristina urologist.Another suspect is Turkish doctor 
Yusuf Sonmez, dubbed the Turkish Frankenstein by Kosovo 
media, who was briefly held in Turkey at the request of the 
Kosovo authorities in January. 

According to the provisional indictment victims were recruited 
from poor areas across Eastern Europe and Central Asia. 


WHO warns of epidemics among refugees in 
Tunisia: 

TUNIS (AFP) - The UN World Health Organisation warned of 
risks of epidemics among the tens of thousands of people massed 
in southern Tunisia after fleeing violence in Libya. 

He warned of "enormous overcrowding and a lack of hygienic 
conditions" and said "the pressing need is to have fewer and 
fewer people who are concentrated there." 

Laroche praised the "incredible" solidarity of Tunisians with the 
refugees. 

Three million dollars would be needed to cover the immediate 
requirements of the WHO in southern Tunisia, he said. 

The health situation close to the border with Libya "can change 
from one day to the next," Laroche went on, warning of a large- 
scale catastrophe if the refugees were not rapidly repatriated. 


UN helps N.Korea deal with foot-and-mouth 
outbreak: 

ROME (AFP) - The UN food agency has sent a team of animal 
health experts to North Korea to help manage an outbreak of 
foot-and-mouth disease that could worsen a food crisis, the 
agency said in a statement. 

The Food and Agricultural Organisation (FAO) and World Or¬ 
ganisation for Animal Health (OIE) sent veterinarians specialis¬ 
ing in foot-and-mouth to assess the situation, help contain 
outbreaks and stop it spreading. 

North Korea confirmed last month that it had been hit by the 
highly contagious disease, which experts believe started at the 
end of last year.

Oil prices rise as Libya fears 
dominate market 


Eurotunnel in red, sees 2011 pickup: 



PARIS (AFP) - Eurotun- 
nel, the operator of the 
tunnel link between 
Britain and France, an¬ 
nounced Friday a 2010 
net loss of 57 million 
euros but said it was con¬ 
fident passenger numbers 
would top 10 million this 
year. Eurotunnel earned a profit of 1.5 million euros ($2.1 
million) in 2009 but last year's loss was expected as the com¬ 
pany waited for insurance payments covering a fire that dis¬ 
rupted traffic for several months from late 2008. 

Eurotunnel chief executive Jacques Gounon said a settlement 
could be reached this year in talks with its main client, Eu¬ 
rostar which operates train services through the tunnel. 


Bombardier gets jumbo credit deal from 
China: 

BEIJING (AFP) - Canada's Bombardier, the third-largest air¬ 
craft maker in the world behind Airbus and Boeing, says it 
has secured a financing deal worth up to $8 billion from a 
Chinese leasing firm. 

Under a memorandum of un¬ 
derstanding signed by the two 
firms, ICBC Leasing will pro¬ 
vide customers of Bombardier 
with advance payment financ¬ 
ing, delivery financing and 
leasing solutions for some 
commercial and business jets. 
ICBC Leasing is a subsidiary of banking giant Industrial and 
Commercial Bank of China. 

The deal also covers financing for Bombardier Aerospace and 
its affiliates in the areas of service and production, the state¬ 
ment said. ICBC Leasing will provide Bombardier Aerospace 
with credit facilities, hedging and settlement services through 
affiliates of ICBC as well, it added.

Fall in US unemployment sparks optimism: 

WASHINGTON (AFP) A 
bumper US employment report 
published showed the troubled 
jobs market cranked up a gear C 
last month, raising hopes that a r 
final piece of recovery puzzle 
is falling into place. 

The Labor Department said the 
unemployment rate dipped to 
8.9 percent in February from 9.0 percent the month before, 
while the economy created a solid 192,000 jobs. 

If that trend continues in the next few months, "the employ¬ 
ment situation in the United States would be well on its way 
to recovery," according to Jason Schenker of Prestige Eco¬ 
nomics.The strong report also increased confidence that gov¬ 
ernment layoffs can be offset by a resurgence in private sector 
hiring. 



ONDON (AFP) - World oil 
prices advanced yesterday as 
violence in Libya dominated 
market sentiment once again 
ahead of vital economic data in 
the United States, the world’s 
biggest crude-consuming na¬ 
tion. 

Brent North Sea crude for 
delivery in April added 62 
cents to $115.41 per barrel. 

New York’s light sweet 
cmde for April, known as West 
Texas Intermediate (WTI), 
rose 72 cents to $102.63. 

"Crude oil prices held 
strongly above $ 100 per barrel 
as ongoing political unrest in 
Libya continues to dominate 
the markets," Sucden analyst 
Myrto Sokou said. 

"It remains to be seen how 
the markets will react to the 
US non-farm payrolls data this 
afternoon that could provide an 
interesting outlook for the oil 
and equity markets for the 
near-term." 

Prices remain off the highs 
near $120 hit last week as vio¬ 
lence flared in Libya where op¬ 
ponents of leader Moamer 
Kadhafi have taken control of 
swathes of the east of the coun¬ 
try. 

The Middle East and North 
Africa (MENA) region has 
been rocked by unrest since an 


uprising in Tunisia in January 
brought down the government 
there and led to similar protests 
in Egypt which ousted presi¬ 
dent Hosni Mubarak. 

"The real fear has all the 
time been for a wider spread of 
the uprising across the MENA 
region with disruptions in oil 
production happening not just 
in Libya," SEB commodities 
analyst Bjame Schieldrop said. 

"There is currently little 
news with respect to any fur¬ 
ther uprising in Saudi Arabia, 
Iran, Oman (and) Algeria. This 
is definitely calming the mar¬ 
ket at the moment." 

He added: "There is little 
reason to believe that the prob¬ 
lems are over in Libya — or 
that Libya will be the last of 
the MENA countries to experi¬ 
ence these kinds of troubles. 

"Developments have taken 
place at high speed and high 


intensity across the MENA 
region so far and further de¬ 
velopments are likely to 
take place sooner rather 
than later. We thus think that 
the oil price has further to 
go on the upside before this 
is over." 

Oil fell slightly as in¬ 
vestors digested Venezuela's 
proposal for an international 
peacekeeping mission to 
avert civil war in Libya. 

But prices resumed their 
upward path on the back of 
doubts about Venezuela's pro¬ 
posal to mediate in the crisis, 
analysts said. 

The head of Libya's Na¬ 
tional Oil Corporation, Shukri 
Ghanem, told AFP that oil pro¬ 
duction had "been halved," 
mainly due to the departure of 
foreign workers who feared for 
their safety. 

Ghanem, who is also de 
facto oil minister, declined to 
provide current production fig¬ 
ures but stressed that "none of 
the oil installations were dam¬ 
aged. "We continue to produce 
and export" oil, he said. 

Libya produces around 1.6 
million barrels a day, some 85 
percent of which normally 
goes to Europe, according to 
the International Energy 
Agency. 


Dispute stalls PS3 shipment in Netherlands: 
Sony 


TOKYO, Japan (AFP) - 
Japanese electronics giant 
Sony said a shipment of its 
PlayStation 3 consoles is being 
held at a port in the Nether¬ 
lands after a Dutch court up¬ 
held a complaint filed by South 
Korea's LG Electronics. 

The shipment, reported to 
involve tens of thousands of 
consoles, has been held since 
February after the court 
handed down a temporary in¬ 
junction over a patent claim, 
said Sony spokesman Yasuhiro 
Okada in Tokyo. 

"The shipment has been 
stalled since late last month," 
Okada said, adding that the 
move came after LG filed a 
complaint that Sony violated 
its Blue-ray technologies.

Pope lifts blame from Jews for Christ's death 



VATICAN CITY (AFP) - 
Pope Benedict XVI exonerates 
the Jewish people as a whole 
from responsibility for the cru¬ 
cifixion of Jesus Christ in a 
new book due to be published 
this month, prompting praise 
from Jewish groups. 

The pope wrote that the 
condemnations of Jesus Christ 
came from the "aristocracy of 
the temple" in Jerusalem and 
from the "masses" who ac¬ 
claimed Barabbas instead of 
Jesus — not from "the Jewish 
people as a whole." 

Extracts from the book, the 
second volume of a biography 
of Jesus Christ, were pub¬ 
lished by the Vatican’s official 
Osservatore Romano daily on 


Thursday. 

The World Jew¬ 
ish Congress in a 
statement praised 
the pope "for un¬ 
equivocally reject¬ 
ing the argument 
that the Jewish peo¬ 
ple can be held re¬ 
sponsible." 

Congress head 
Ronald Lauder 
said: "2,000 years 
after the event it re¬ 
ally was high time that the 
head of the Catholic Church 
made a clear statement on this. 

"It sets an important marker 
against anti-Semitism in the 
Church," he said. 

"Jews suffered from brutal 


persecution and anti-Semitism 
because Christians held them 
collectively responsible for the 
killing of Jesus Christ, even 
though he was himself a Jew 
and was crucified by the 
Roman rulers," he added

Britain unveils royal wedding 
coin 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
The official coin for Prince 
William and Kate Middleton’s 
wedding on April 29 was un¬ 
veiled this week, showing the 
couple's profiles on one side 
with Queen Elizabeth IPs 
image on the reverse. 

The £5 ($8, five-euro) com¬ 
memorative coin published by 
the Royal Mint bears a simple 
text, "William and Catherine, 
29 April 2011", and shows the 
couple looking at each other in 
profile. 

According to the artist's im¬ 
pression of the coin, which the 
prince has approved, Kate, 29, 
is smiling naturally, showing 
her teeth, with her long hair 
covering her ears, while 
William, 28, has his mouth 
slightly open. 

In December when it issued 
a commemorative coin for the 
couple's engagement, the 
Royal Mint attracted criticism 
that it was unflattering to Kate. 
One commentator suggested 
she had the "flattened features 
of a pugilist." 

"The official UK royal 
wedding coin has been de¬ 
signed by Mark Richards, a 
fellow of the Royal Society of 
British Sculptors," said a 
spokeswoman, adding that he 
had been chosen after an invi¬ 
tation-only tender process. 



The Royal Mint advisory 
committee, which is made up 
of experts in art, design, his¬ 
tory and heraldry, selected the 
design and it was then sent to 
William for approval. 

"With Prince William's full 
approval received, the coin de¬ 
sign was submitted to the 
chancellor (finance minister) 
and finally to Her Majesty The 
Queen for approval," she said. 

Although the coin has a 
value of £5 it costs £9.99 to 
buy and is available to pre¬ 
order from the Royal Mint 
website. It will receive final 
legal approval on March 16, at 
which point it will pass into 
production. 

"Public interest in this great 
event is already huge, and 
building every day, so we are 
anticipating massive demand 
for these official commemora¬ 
tive coins," said a statement on 
the Royal Mint's website.

Oprah 'to host show in Cairo's Tahrir Square'

CAIRO, Egypt(AFP) - US 
television talk show star 
Oprah Winfrey is to host a live 
show from Cairo's Tahrir 
Square, the epicentre of a rev¬ 
olution that ousted Egyptian 
president Hosni Mubarak, a 
report said. 

Egypt's new tourism min¬ 
ister Munir Fakhri Abdelnur 
was quoted by the state- 
owned Al-Ahram newspaper 
as saying Winfrey had ac¬ 
cepted an invitation "without 
hesitation." 

"The plan is for her to 
broadcast a live show from 


Tahrir Square on a Friday in 
March, but the date has not 
been finalised," the mass-cir¬ 
culation paper said. 

It was part of a campaign 
to revive tourism in Egypt 
after the huge uprising that 
forced Mubarak to resign on 
February 11 after 30 years in 
power, the paper said. 

"The most famous TV 
hostess in the world accepted 
without hesitation," Abdelnur 
as saying. 

There was no immediate 
confirmation from Winfrey, 
who in January launched her 


OWN cable network, aired in 
145 countries around the 
world. 

In December Winfrey 
made her first tapings outside 
North America, recording a 
series of episodes in Australia 
culminating in a finale at the 
specially renamed Sydney 
"Oprah House". 

Her reported visit to Cairo 
would be altogether different, 
focusing on the central Cairo 
square where pro-democracy 
activists gathered for more 
than two weeks in an uprising 
that sent shockwaves around 
the world. 

The revolt against 
Mubarak's rule was notable 
for the central role played by 
social networking sites, in¬ 
cluding Facebook and Twitter, 
to mobilise crowds to take to 
the streets. 

US President Barack 
Obama has hailed the toppling 
of the strongman as a defining 
moment in world history, and 
added that Tahrir Square itself 
had become deeply symbolic. 

"The word Tahrir means 
liberation. It's a word that 
speaks to that something in 
our souls that cries out for 
freedom," Obama said.

"The rights to the book 
have been purchased by 
DreamWorks," said a spokes¬ 
woman for The Guardian, 
which published the secret US 
diplomatic cables released by 
the whistle-blowing website 
last year. 

Editor-in-chief Alan Rus- 
bridger told the newspaper the 
film would be "Woodward and 
Bernstein meets Stieg Larsson 
meets Jason Bourne, plus the 
odd moment of sheer farce 
and, in Julian Assange, a com¬ 
pelling character who goes be¬ 


yond what any Hollywood 
scriptwriter would dare to in¬ 
vent". 

"WikiLeaks: Inside Julian 
Assange's war on secrecy", by 
Guardian journalists David 
Leigh and Luke Harding, de¬ 
tails the Australian former 
computer hacker's life and 
times and their dealings with 
him over the release of US ca¬ 
bles. 


The Guardian's ties with 
Assange have since become 
strained. 

Assange is currently fight¬ 
ing extradition from Britain to 
Sweden where he is wanted for 
questioning over allegations of 
rape, which he denies.

NEW DELHI (AFP) - The 
West Indies destroyed 
Bangladesh by nine wickets 
in an embarrassingly one¬ 
sided contest Friday, dismiss¬ 
ing the World Cup co-hosts 
for just 58 runs — their lowest 
ever one-day total. 

In front of a stunned ca¬ 
pacity crowd of 25,000 in 
Dhaka, the home side's bat¬ 
ting imploded and they were 
all out in just 18.5 overs — 
sparking angry scenes from 
supporters who hurled plac¬ 
ards from the stands. 

The Caribbean side 
romped to their second win 
of the tournament in just 12.2 
overs, with Chris Gayle mak¬ 
ing an unbeaten 37 and sit 
second in Group B with four 
points from three games, 
level on points with South 
Africa. 

Spinner Sulieman Benn 
grabbed 4-18 and fast 
bowlers Kemar Roach and 
Darren Sammy claimed three 
wickets each as Bangladesh 
fell well short of their previ¬ 
ous one-day low of 74, notch¬ 
ing the fourth lowest score in 
World Cup history. 

Junaid Siddique and Mo¬ 
hammad Ashraful were the 
only two batsmen who made 
it into double figures in a 
match that could prove piv¬ 
otal to quarter-final hopes 
with India, South Africa and 
England also in Group B. 

West Indies skipper 
Sammy praised team-mate 
Chris Gayle for a motiva¬ 
tional speech that inspired his 
side. 

"It was a brilliant perform¬ 
ance by my team-mates. 
Chris Gayle wasn't feeling 
well today but I thought he 
came out and showed how 
committed he is to the cause," 
he said. 

"He said 'do not take 
Bangladesh lightly'. We were 
a little flat in the warm-up 


and he didn't like that so he 
encouraged us to go out there 
and remember Bangladesh 
would be coming hard at us." 

"We've always fancied 
ourselves but it's up to us to 
go out there and play compet¬ 
itive and consistent cricket," 
he added. 

Disappointed Bangladesh 
skipper Shakib A1 Hasan was 
at a loss to explain his team's 
disastrous showing, adding 
that he understood the fans' 
frustrations. 

"We have a lot of things to 
work on now. We have to sit 
down and think about it but 
hopefully we will come back 
strongly." 

He said reaching the quar¬ 
ter-finals was still possible 
after one win out of three so 
far, with the game against 
England in Chittagong now a 
"must-win". 

In the earlier clash on Fri¬ 
day, New Zealand steam¬ 
rollered hapless Zimbabwe 
by 10 wickets in Ahmedabad 
for their second win of the 
tournament. 


KISSIMMEE (AFP) - Hous¬ 
ton catcher Jason Castro will 
miss most or all of the 2011 
Major League Baseball sea¬ 
son after surgery to repair a 
ligament in his right knee.

"I’m going to beat him," 
added the 29-year-old Hat¬ 
ton, who brings a record of 
41-4-2 with 16 knockouts to 
his long-awaited fight for a 
world title. 

After Pacquiao opted not 
to defend the belt, WBC offi¬ 
cials quickly vacated their 
super welterweight throne 
and moved to reward the 
winner of the Hatton-Alvarez 
bout. 

"I have no doubt in my 
mind. It’s going to be a great 
fight and 100 percent I am 
going to be the winner," Hat¬ 
ton said. 

If the Briton does triumph, 


he'll be the first to get the bet¬ 
ter of Mexican sensation Al¬ 
varez, who is 35-0 with one 
drawn and 26 knockouts. 

"I come prepared, al¬ 
ways," Alvaro said Thursday 
at the Honda Center in Ana¬ 
heim, the town just south of 
Los Angeles that is also home 
to Disneyland. 

"It’s going to be a tough 
fight but I’m going to demon¬ 
strate my abilities in the ring. 
Hatton’s a great warrior but 
the title is going home with 
me to Mexico." 

Alvarez suffered the only

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
With a possible work stop¬ 
page looming in America's 
most popular sport, the NFL 
and its players' union agreed 
on Thursday to a 24-hour ex¬ 
tension of their contract talks. 

"The parties have agreed 
to a one-day extension," fed¬ 
eral mediator George Cohen 
said in a brief statement, con¬ 
firming news that had trick¬ 
led out of the extended 
meeting in his office. 

The league and players 
had met with Cohen for about 
eight hours on Thursday as 
the clock ticked toward the 
scheduled expiration of their 
current collective bargaining 
agreement at one minute be¬ 
fore midnight. 

The decision to extend the 
deal for 24 hours gave them a 
little more time to hammer 
out a new deal or otherwise 
decide how to proceed. 

It has been widely ex¬ 
pected that if the current con¬ 
tract expires without a new 
agreement, the league owners 
would lock out players, jeop¬ 
ardizing the 2011 season. 

There was also a chance 
that the union would decertify 
prior to the deadline — a move 


that would mean the union no 
longer represents the players 
and which would pave the 
way for a court battle involv¬ 
ing US anti-trust law. 

DeMaurice Smith, execu¬ 
tive director of the NFL Play¬ 
ers Association, said the union 
was eager to reach a deal. 

"For all our fans who dig 
our game, we appreciate your 
patience as we work through 
this," Smith said Thursday 
evening. "We are going to 
keep working. We want to 
play football." 

NFL commissioner Roger 
Goodell echoed the sentiment 
as he departed, adding: "We 
are working as hard as we 
can." 

The most recent proof of 
the league's pull was the 
record 111 million viewers in 
the United States drawn by 
the Super Bowl in February. 

Pat McDonough of the 
Nielsen Co. that compiles tel¬ 
evision ratings said the view- 
ership of Green Bay's victory 
over Pittsburgh topped that of 
last season's Super Bowl and 
"caps what is arguably the 
most successful season that 
any sports league has ever 
had." 


PARIS (AFP) - Serbia open

Troicki, who secured the 
winning point against France, 
warned against over-confi¬
